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OCCASIONALLY  we  still  hear  oue  speak  with  i-egret  of 
the  -good  old  davs."  As  the  rears  slip  back  into  the 
past,  memories  of  their  brightness  and  cheer — of  the 
comforts  and  good  times  with  which  ther  were  filled,  cluster 
about  them  and  give  them  a  peculiar  charm  :  while  the  hard- 
ships— the  disappointments  and  failures  thev  brought,  are 
lost  in  the  receding  shadows.  Man's  innate  optimism  causes 
him  to  cherish  those  memories  which  record  the  positive  val- 
ues of  life — its  achievements,  and  its  pleasures,  and  to  look 
forward  with  a  faith  born  of  experience,  to  the  jov  of  living 
in  the  rears  still  before  him. 

He  who  fails  to  see  the  splendid  opportunities  about  us 
on  every  hand  today, — he  who  looks  back  into  the  past  \sath 
longing  for  its  narrower  and  meaner  life,  is  singularly  slow 
in  understanding  both  the  conditions  of  the  past  and  the 
opportunities  of  the  present.  In  what  earlier  age  was  the 
whole  world  brought  so  within  the  reach  of  man's  own  expe- 
rience as  today?  Four  centuries  ago  if  took  Magellan's  com- 
pany three  long  years  to  sail  around  the  world.  A  genera- 
tion ago  a  writer,  with  imagination  fired  by  the  achievements 
of  his  age,  wrote  a  book  entitled   -Around   the  World  in 
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Eiglity  Days.''  In  our  time  the  journey  lias  been  accom- 
plished in  a  little  more  than  ^fty  days! 

The  telegraph  and  telephone  have  brought  the  world  so 
close  together  that  distance  no  longer  stops  the  voice.  The 
great  oceans  never  again  can  forbid  man  to  talk  with  man ; 
today's  life  about  us  here  is  chronicled  in  the  evening  papers 
of  Europe.  The  happenings  in  far  away  Asia,  in  Africa  and 
in  the  distant  islands  of  the  sea,  are  brought  to  us  by  the 
lightning's  flash.  The  narrow  bounds  of  mountains  and  seas 
no  longer  serve  to  shut  man  in  from  the  great  Avorld  beyond, 
nor  can  they  longer  confine  his  interests  to  his  local  environ- 
ment. Man  today  is  not  provincial,  but  world-wide,  in  his 
sympathies  and  interests.   All  the  world  is  neighbor  to  itself. 

With  this  world-breadth  of  interest,  with  the  strengthen- 
ing of  bonds  that  link  our  lives  to  those  of  our  fellow-men  the 
wide  world  over,  have  come  new  conceptions  of  man's  rela- 
tion to  man.  New  ideals  of  citizenship  have  grown  up  among 
the  nations,  and  man  today  looks  at  the  world  about  him  \\dth 
a  truer  vision.  He  is  beginning  to  realize  as  never  before, 
the  truth  that  in  deepest  reality  he  is  his  brother's  keepei. 
He  is  beginning  to  recognize  this  as  a  fundamental  fact  un 
derlying  all  social  evolution  and  making  it  at  the  same  time 
both  stable  and  progressive. 

The  quickening  of  the  social  conscience,  the  broadening 
of  our  conception  of  citizenship  has  brought  opportunities 
for  service,  opportunities  for  making  life  tell  on  life,  never 
realized  in  former  times.  These  opportunities  give  a  value 
and  richness  to  our  life  that  should  make  the  young  men  and 
young  women  of  today  glad  for  the  age  in  which  they  live. 

The  opportunities  awaiting  you  as  you  step  out  from 
high  school  halls,  are  varied  as  are  your  desires  and  ambi- 
tions, as  splendid  as  are  your  dreams,  and  as  fully  to  be  real- 
ized as  you  are  able  to  measure  up  to  your  own  possibilities. 


As  citizens  in  tliis  great  republic  of  ours,  it  is  your  priv- 
ilige  to  be  such  men  and  women  as  shall  give  a  higher  tone  to 
our  civic  life;  to  exert  an  influence  that  shall  everywhere  and 
always  discourage  the  low,  the  mean,  and  the  base,  and 
strengthen  those  forces  that  make  for  righteousness  in  pub- 
lic and  private  life.  There  is  nothing  finer  on  earth  than  a 
manly  man  or  a  womanly  woman,  living  that  splendid, 
effective  life  for  which  our  own  times  pre-eminently  give 
abundant  opportunities.

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A LITTLE  over  four  years  ago  there  were  not  nianv  people 
in  this  vicinity  who  did  not  know  that  there  was  an 
earthquake,  and.  before  very  long,  if  they  did  not  know 
it.  they  were  informed  of  the  fact  and  also  of  a  most  disas- 
trous occurrence  which  had  happened  in  their  midst.  Thev 
were  told  that  Berkeley  High  School  was  a  ruin.  Xow.  it 
may  seem  strange  that  this  occurrence  should  have  anything 
whatever  to  do  with  what  we  are  about  to  relate,  but  it  did, 
and  that  is  why  we  stop  to  remind  you  of  it. 

It  seems  that  before  this  time  things  had  been  going  on 
within  The  red  brick  walls  of  B.  H.  S.  in  a  sort  of  hum-drum, 
monotonous  way.  when  suddenly  there  was  an  awakening, 
and  the  next  thing  anyone  knew,  the  high  school  had  moved 
several  blocks  and  was  thriving  in  a  varietv  of  different  build" 
ings  instead  of  in  one  large  one.  This  had  not  long  been  the 
case  when  thing-s  began  to  quiet  down  again  and  everyone 
looked  sleepy  and  dejected,  but  suddenly  there  was  a  silence 
— a  vacation — and  this  the  silence  that  comes  before  a  storm. 
Promptly  on  the  fourth  day  of  August  there  was  a  rush  and 
a  flurry.  The  class  of  June.  "10.  had  entered  and  has  never 
been  silenced  since.    They  were  not  timid  when  they  ascended 
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the  steps  and  saw  the  visage  of  a  stern  professor  confronting 
them.  ]S%ither  were  they  alarmed  or  deluded  by  the  Juniors, 
who  felt  it  their  special  duty  to  humiliate  and  mislead  them.

did  it  good,  so  we  thank  him,  for  doing  it.  we  have  had  a  very 
nice  "10  field  day,  which  some  folks  desig-uat  scrub  field  day. 

i  think  I  must  close  now  as  1  am  not  used  to  righten 
much — you  might  have  to  corrict  some  spellin  before  you  put 
this  in  your  paper  but  it  won't  hert  my  feelins.  Yours  for 
The  future, 

THE  BABY.'' 

Xow.  while  this  publication  may  not  have  been  properly 
authorized  by  the  class,  there  are  few  who  will  doubt  but  that 
it  was,  in  many  ways,  characteristic  of  our  first  term. 

During  the  next  term,  our  troubles  increased  somewhat, 
as  it  was  then  that  we  moved  back  to  our  future  camping 
ground  at  Grove  and  Allston  way,  and  when  we  found  our- 
selves shut  into  such  a  small  space  with  those  horrid  Juniors 
— especially  a  small  space  with  which  they  were  familiar  and 
we  were  not — we  were  sometimes  in  most  trying  and  embar- 
assing  situations.  Here,  also,  people  were  most  unkind,  and 
locked  the  doors  so  that  we  could  not  go  home,  or  uptown,  or 
anywhere ;  in  fact,  that  we  most  wanted  to.

During  this 
year,  also,  we  learned  to  know  each  other  and  to  arrange 
ourselves  into  a  most  effective  social  and  business  organiza- 
tion. Just  before  the  end  of  the  term  the  student  body  adopt- 
ed a  new  constitution,  and,  realizing  the  great  attempt  to 
improve  matters,  we  supported  it  enthusiastically  and  have 
continued  to  do  so  through  our  representatives  during  our 
Senior  year. 

When  we  were  fairly  launched  into  our  final  year,  how- 
ever, there  was  no  end  to  our  activity.  With  such  a  good 
start  we  were  well  prepared  to  ''do  things,''  if  we  may  use  a 
bit  of  slang.  There  were  jinks  in  the  basement  and  infor- 
mals  at  our  homes,  all  of  which  were  great  successes  in  every 
way.  The  greatest  undertaking  was  our  Senior  play.  This 
was  produced  splendidly  and  was  really  the  greatest  achieve- 
ment of  our  school  activity. 

And,  now  that  we  are  about  to  leave,  we  feel  that  per- 
haps, after  all,  our  four  years  have  been  of  more  use  to  our- 
selves and  to  others  than  w^e  ever  before  realized — at  least 
we  hope  so.  And  most  of  all,  we  hope  that  we  will  not  soon 
be  forgotten  and  that  our  interest  and  love  for  the  school  has 
not  been  in  vain.

My  neighbor  pointed  out  to  me  a  large 
building  surrounded  by  tall  trees.  ''That,''  he  said  proudly, 
"is  Hustler  Cornwall,  advance  manager  for  'May  6,'  and 
inary  for  Y'oung  Ladies.  As  we  approached  it  I  saw  a  few 
distinguished-looking  people  coming  out.  I  recognized  them

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of  the  Woman's  Anti-Cincli  Club.  Attracted  by  the  crowing 
of  a  rooster  we  looked  down,  and  lo  and  behold,  there  was  C. 
Howidoit  Howard,  whose  Khode  Island  Keds  were  creating 
such  excitement  at  the  poultry  shows.  A  little  further  on  we 
saw  Marie  Lindberghs  famous  cattery.  Another  balloon  now 
loomed  in  our  way  bearing  on  it  the  names  of  the  latest  books 
and  authors.  Among  them  were:  ''The  Latest  French 
Pony,"  by  K.  Cinchmenot  Baronidis ;  ''The  Life  and  Works  of 
Mark  Twain,"  by  Anne  Fenwick;  "The  Up-to-Date  Slang  Dic- 
tionary,"' by  G.  Foolishness  Moore;  ''Girls  of  1925,''  by  R.

Avas  uow  pointed  out  to  me  an  immense  building  in  the  pro- 
cess of  construction.  It  was  the  new  Y.  M.  C.  A.  building, 
whose  instructor  was  D.  Strongman  Bogardus,  and  which  was 
being  financed  by  A.  Harriman  Gregory,  the  millionaire  rail- 
road magnate.  Passing  along  over  a  baseball  field,  I  recog- 
nized the  familiar  figure  of  Manager  R.  Pendergast,  of  the 
New  York  Nationals.  Another  car  passed  us  at  a  fast  pace, 
and  in  it  were  Irma  Rilej*,  founder  of  the  famous  orphan 
asylum  on  Long  Island,  Anita  Truman,  the  Lady  Dutf  Gordon 
of  America,  and  Lucy  Pray,  her  co-worker.

I  heard  a  newsboy  shouting  out  his  ''Extra !  Extra !  Fuey 
Wood  breaks  world's  record  in  the  100-yard  dash-  Trained 
by  Steve  Dewing,  coach  of  Harvard  track  team.  On  another 
page  was  the  item  that  B.  Merciful  Sinclair  had  been  en- 
gaged to  coach  the  Dartmouth  football  team.  In  the  society 
column  was  the  announcement  of  Ruth  Bower's  engagement 
to  J.  Moneybags,  the  rising  young  bear  of  Wall  street.  On 
the  political  page  were  two  notices  of  importance.  Kate 
Rees  had  just  been  elected  Irish  Representative  to  the  English 
Parliament,  and  Lois  Voswinkle  had  been  nominated-  for  Re- 
publican Governor  of  California.  It  was  now  about  five  in 
the  afternoon,  and  as  we  passed  over  a  large  department 
store  I  noticed  a  well-dressed  young  man  come  striding  out, 
and  well — well  if  it  wasn't  Gene  Gorgiat.    Who  would  ever

An  aero  car  whizzed  by  us,  and  in  it  was  Nicholas  Espan- 
ola,  who  was  doing  such  wonders  with  the  educational  system 
of  the  Philippine  Islands.  Down  below  us,  on  the  street,  a 
sweet-looking  young  matron  was  trundling  a  baby  carriage, 
and  when  she  looked  up  I  recognized  E.  Frohliger.

A  little  way 
behind  her,  and  walking  with  the  characteristic  stride  of  the 
heavy,  I  recognized  R.  Wenotgreat  Gunn,  who  was  doing  the 
heavy  work  at  the  Knickerbocker  Theatre  on  Broadway.  A 
little  further  on  and  also  much  higher  up  a  sign  brazenly  an- 
nounced to  me  that  Florence  Gates  would  address  the 
Woman's  Suffrage  voters  on  the  question  of  ''Fancy  Stotck- 
ings,  and  Their  Importance.''  Just  as  I  finished  reading  it 
another  caught  my  eye  and  it  said:  ''On  Saturday,  May  21, 
Elmira  Gardiner  will  endeavor  to  lower  her  world's  record  of 
050  miles  an  hour  on  the  Aero  Club  tracks  over  Coney  Island. 
Three  machines  passed  now;  in  the  first  was  Virginia  Green, 
walking  (or,  rather  flj'ing)  delegate  of  the  Women's  Reform 
League.  In  the  other  two  were  Hertha  Hermann,  President 
of  the  Y.  W.  C.  A.,  and  Clare  (spelt  with  High  C)  Harring- 
ton, who  was  fast  fallowing  in  the  footsteps  of  Melba.  A 
placard  again  arrested  my  attention,  announcing  the  fact 
that  D.  Sharp  Kilduff  and  A.  Dope  Nowell,  the  great  race- 
track plungers,  would  play  off  the  pool  championship  of  the 
United  States  on  Thursday  and  Friday  nights.  Passing  a 
music  store  we  saw  in  the  window  several  of  the  latest  "rags,'' 
all  by  the  ragtime  prince,  Harry  Kenneay.  In  a  machine 
which  passed  us  were  Hazel  Lawton,  kiudergaj'teu  teacher, 
and  one  of  her  intimate  friends,  Edith  Locan,  who,  due  to 
her  fondness  for  books,  no  doubt,  was  now  Librarian  of  the 
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Carnegie  Libraiy.  In  a  small  family  rnnabout  was  Callie 
Lansing,  now  married  and  settled  down,  as  I  was  told.  A 
dashing  little  car  shot  by,  containing  Myrtle  Libby,  the  lead- 
ing sonbrette  of  Xew  York,  on  her  way  to  the  theater.  In 
another  one  was  Paula  McGibbon,  the  enthusiastic  disciple 
of  Lady  Constance  Richardson.  Down  below,  still  clinging 
to  the  out-of-date  auto,  rode  Darrell  Miller,  the  best  Greek 
scholar  of  the  tAventieth  century.

In  another 
rode  Edna  Magnire,  Editor  of  the  Woman's  Daily,  a  novelty 
which  had  done  wonderfully  well ;  'n-ith  her  was  Sophia  Mc- 
Intyre,  a  charity  worker  of  some  prominence.  After  these 
came  Mildred  McElroy,  an  artist  of  high  rank.  Tearing  along 
behind,  and  raising  much  commotion,  was  Mr.  Plunger  Mc- 
Xear,  High  Mucky  Muck  of  the  Bummers'  Association,  now 
a  national  organization.  Standing  on  a  housetop  and  admir- 
ing the  afternoon  sun  were  Frank  Pinger,  a  rising  lawyer, 
and  O.  Whatclass  Patterson,  a  prominent  minister.  As  we 
completed  the  large  loop  of  the  excursion  we  met  Grace  Scot- 
ford  and  Miss  Plfeferle,  her  traveling  companion,  on  their  ^ 
way  to  Europe  on  the  Warpathia.  Down  below  us  a  large 
building  suddenly  burst  into  light ;  it  was  the  big  office  build- 
ing of  J.  Grafter  Penniman,  the  millionaire  property  owner.

IT  might  be  well  in  this  final  to  say  a  few  words  about  the 
general  attitude  taken  by  the  student  body  toward  the 
011a  Podrida.  We  don't  want  this  to  sound  like  a  parting 
shot  from  the  editor,  but  there  is  certainly  something  vitally 
wrong  in  the  way  that  the  majority  of  students  look  at  the 
school  paper.  They  are  too  ready  to  criticize,  and  not  ready 
enough  to  help.  If  anyone  is  asked  to  do  anything  for  the 
paper  they  immediately  ask,  '-Will  I  get  out  of  a  recitation?" 
or  "Will  I  get  a  Pod?"  How  many  stories  are  usually  hand- 
ed in  for  a  regular  issue  of  the  paper?  Generally  none;  and 
it  is  only  by  strenuous  efforts  that  any  are  obtained.  The 
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josh  boxes  are  always  full,  but  only  of  chalk  and  waste  paper. 

The  whole  trouble  comes  back  to  this  one  point — the  stu- 
dent body  doesn't  regard  the  paper  in  the  right  light.  They 
think  of  it  as  the  private  property  of  the  editor  and  manager, 
and  not  as  belonging  to  the  whole  school.  And  those  that 
do  the  least  are  most  ready  to  grumble  if  everything  is  not 
quite  up  to  the  regular  standard. 

What  lots  of  people  in  this  school  need  is  something 
which  will  bring  home  to  them  the  fact  that  they  are  reab  live 
members  of  the  school,  and  not  critical  strangers.  We  could 
fill  this  entire  book  with  complaints  from  the  various  activ- 
ities of  lack  of  interest  on  the  part  of  the  students,  but  here 
we  are  dealing  only  with  the  011a  Podrida.

ALTO  I  quien  va?"  (Hold  I  Avho  goes?)  rang  ont  sharply 
in  the  warm  summer  night. 
''Cuba,"  answered  a  boy's  voice. 
"Ah.  Miguel,  how  goes  it  below,"  asked  the  sentry  in  a 
kindlier  tone. 

El  Suglesito  has  routed  a  Spanish  guerilla  near  Matan- 
yas  and  captured  much  ammunition,''  answered  the  boy,  re- 
suming his  dog  trot  up  the  narrow,  overhung  path  toward  the 
camp. 

Miguel,  or  Miguelito,  as  he  was  more  often  called,  for  he 
was  a  great  favorite  among  the  men,  was  a  small,  wiry  little 
specimen  of  Cuban  life;  about  fifteen  years  of  age,  whose  one 
ambition  lay  in  his  desire  to  whip  the  ''tyrannos,''  as  he  called 
the  Spaniards.  As  he  approached  the  camp  he  pondered  over 
his  past  life.  At  the  outbreak  of  the  war  his  whole  family 
had  been  killed  in  one  of  those  cruel  massacres  Avhich  char- 
acterize the  Spanish  guerilla  warfare.

A YEAR  has  passed  since  the  adoption  of  the  new  'consti- 
tution, and  never  in  the  history  of  the  school  has  every 
line  of  activity  within  it  been  so  successful.  We  cannot 
but  feel  that  this  has  been  due  in  a  great  measure  to  the  effi- 
cient government  by  which  Berkeley  High  is  controlled. 
(School  spirit  has  been  at  a  low  ebb,  and  yet  the  government 
has  met  the  test  of  carrying  the  school  through  the  year  with 
flying  colors.  Little  more  than  half  the  school  paid  their 
A.  S.  dues  at  the  beginning  of  the  term.  Certainly  this  is  not 
a  creditable  showing  for  a  school  so  ably  represented  in  all 
activities  as  B.  H.  S.  There  must  be  an  abundance  of  school 
spirit — an  active  interest  in  the  school  aftairs — in  order  to 
reach  the  high  standard  this  school  must  attain.  Remember 
this,  also — school  government  exists  for  the  good  of  the  school 
and  the  school  belongs  to  us — the  students — more  than  to 
anyone  else.  The  school  will  be  just  what  we  see  fit  to  make 
it,  and  no  more. 

The  government  of  the  school  has  more  than  proven  itself 
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and  has  taken  a  loug  step  forward  in  assuring  cleaner  man- 
ipulation of  school  affairs.  The  school  has  never  been  better 
off  financially  than  it  has  been  during  the  last  year.  We 
do  not  expect  a  large  bank  account  at  the  close  of  the  term, 
ret  we  have  been  very  generous  to  the  various  athletic  teams. 
Every  team  has  required  a  new  outfit  of  suits,  and  these  will 
be  here  to  work  upon  next  year — cutting  out  one  of  the  great- 
est expenses  of  the  season.  And  these  have  been  supplied  in 
spite  of  the  fact  that  we  had  no  dual  track  meet  with  Oak- 
land, which  last  year  netted  us  more  than  |175. 

One  commendable  advance  has  come  this  term,  which  if 
continued,  is  certain  to  have  a  good  effect  on  the  student 
body.  Since  the  adoption  of  the  constitution  there  has  been 
a  dissatisfied  element  warring  against  it.  who.  largely  through 
prejudice,  did  everything  in  their  power  to  destroy  its  good 
spirit.  But  now  it  seems  as  if  these  had  found  the  govern- 
ment under  the  constitution  better  than  they  had  looked  for, 
have  come  to  realize  its  true  worth  and  are  using  their 
strength  in  helping  to  make  it  a  big  success. 

They  realize  now  that  the  Executive  Board  is  striving  to 
place  the  honor  of  the  school  higher  than  it  has  been  in  the 
past.  The  Board  has  not  always  been  able  to  do  this  with 
the  solid  backing  of  the  school  which  it  should  have  had,  but 
it  is  pleasing  to  see  that  the  school  is  getting  behind  it  more 
and  such  a  spirit  of  antagonism  as  has  existed  in  the  past  is 
dying  out  as  the  government  is  better  understood. 

Let  everyone  who  has  the  welfare  of  the  school  at  heart 
see  that  a  healthy  interest  is  taken  in  school  government. 

It  is  fitting  to  sav  a  word  here  about  the  Pod.  Remem- 
ber  that  this  spring  the  manager  and  editor  have  received  no 
monetary  compensation  for  the  time  spent  upon  the  produc- 
tion of  the  school  paper.  It  is  only  right  that  it  should  be 
so.    But  stop  and  compare  the  Pods  of  this  term  and  those  of 
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previous  years.    It  is  gratifying  to  see  that  there  are  enough 
public-spirited  pupils  in  school  to  put  out,  under  these  con-  r 
ditions,  as  good  a  Pod  as  the  school  ever  boasted  of. 

Bear  in  mind  the  fact  that  the  school  paper  is  no  longer 
a  private  concern,  but  a  school  organization  of  which  every- 
one is  willing  to  be  proud,  but  to  which  they  are  not  so  will- 
ing to  give  the  time  necessary  in  order  to  place  it  in  a  posi- 
tion where  it  will  be  an  honor  to  the  school. 

Certainly  many  thanks  are  due  to  our  new  principal,  Mr. 
Brink,  for  the  spirit  he  has  shown  so  early  towards  the  school 
affairs.  He  has  not  only  taken  a  hearty  interest  in  school 
government,  but  has  done  all  in  his  power  to  make  it  a  suc- 
cess. We  feel  sure  that  the  students  next  year  will  find  in 
him  an  able  and  willing  assistant  in  the  handling  of  all  stu- 
dent activities. 

With  the  experience  and  precedent  added  every  year 
under  the  new  constitution,  the  school  government  should 
increase  in  efficiency  and  should  be  a  school  in  itself,  wherein 
many  valuable  lessons  might  be  learned.  But  for  a  successful 
government  in  any  school  one  thing  is  always  necessary,  no 
matter  what  the  constitution  may  be.  That  is  "the  work 
together"  spirit.  So  let  this  be  an  ever-present  motto  in  the 
minds  of  all  true  B.  H.  S.  pupils: 

''An  inoperative  law  is  worse  than  no  law.''

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AT  the  end  of  this  school  term  the  situation  in  T^-hic•h  the 
Band  finds  itself  is  not  only  encouraging,  but  also  one 
that  mar  evoke  just  pride  from  every  student  in  the 
school.  It  is  now  a  full-fledged  organization  of  the  school, 
and  coming  to  he  known  not  only  throughout  Berkeley,  but 
also  in  the  cities  about  the  bay.  It  is  interesting  to  note  the 
successive  steps  by  which  the  Band  has  reached  its  presenc 
position. 

The  history  of  the  B.  H.  S.  Band  has  been  one  of  dU- 
couragements  and  handicaps  which  only  persistent,  hard 
work  has  been  able  to  overcome.  Closely  coupled  from  the 
very  first  with  the  Band  has  been  one  fellow,  who  is  alone 
responsible  for  its  success.  Xeedless  to  say,  this  fellow  is 
Ernest  Lassell.  whose  hard,  patient  work  has  brought  the 
Band  to  its  present  standing.  The  Band  was  first  organized 
in  1906.  soon  after  the  earthquake.  At  this  time  an  enthu- 
siastic bunch  of  fellows  met  in  the  basement  of  the  old  build- 
ing and  organized.  They  were  very  successful,  and  soon  were 
playing  at  all  the  games  and  field  meets.  Everything  went 
well  for  a  year,  when  conditions  which  arose  made  it  impos- 
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The  J3.  H.  S.  Hand 

sible  for  the  Band  to  continue,  and  so  they  were  forced  to 
disband.  All  this  time  the  music  was  bought  by  the  members 
of  the  Band,  little  if  any  support  being  received  from  the 
student  body.  From  this  time  on  attempts  were  made  to 
again  start  the  Band,  but  they  all  failed  until  the  fall  term 
of  1909.  Then  it  was  that  Ernest  Lassell  called  a  meeting  for 
the  purpose  of  organizing  a  band.  The  result  was  that  about 
twenty  fellows  signed  up  and  very  soon  practices  were  being 
held  regularly  twice  a  week.  We  were  greatly  handicapped 
by  lack  of  music,  and  also  by  the  fact  that  the  instrumenta- 
tion was  far  from  complete.  However,  the  old  music  was 
practiced  upon,  and  we  were  soon  playing  at  rallies  and 
games,  at  the  latter  of  which  we  were  greatly  aided  by  fellows 
from  the  U.  C.  Band.  During  the  term  a  constitution  and  by- 
laws were  adopted,  and  plans  were  brought  up  by  which  w^e 
could  make  some  money  to  buy  music  and  other  necessary 
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things.  The  first  money  we  received  went  to  buy  band  hats, 
in  which  the  Band  turned  out  at  the  B.  C.  L. 

At  Mr.  Smith's  invitation  the  Band  gave  a  noon  concert, 
the  first  attempt  of  the  kind.  It  proved  to  be  a  great  success, 
and  all  those  present  enjoyed  it  to  the  fullest  extent,  showing 
their  appreciation  by  their  hearty  applause.  The  next  thing 
attempted  was  a  dance,  the  purpose  of  which  being  to  raise 
money  for  more  instruments  and  music.  The  date  was  fixed 
for  February  25th,  and  extensive  preparations  were  made 
that  it  might  be  a  classy  affair.  A  good  crowd  turned  out, 
and  everybody  had  a  good  time.  Ice  cream  and  candy  were 
sold,  and  also  B.  H.  S.  pennants. 

The  officers  of  the  Band  this  term  are  as  follows:  Leader, 
Ernest  Lassell;  Librarian,  C.  Pendleton;  Secretary,  A.  Davis 
Jr. ;  Purchasing  Agent,  C.  Kirby ;  Manager,  R.  Matthew. 

The  future  of  the  Band  is  very  bright.  It  is  true  we  lose 
our  leader,  but  he  has  expressed  his  intention  of  returning  at 
times  to  help  out.  We  will  also  be  without  a  bass  horn  player, 
and  an  alto,  but  more  men  are  sure  to  come  in.  All  have 
probably  heard  of  Mr.  McAllister's  plans  for  a  fifty-piece 
band.  If  he  receives  proper  support  from  the  school,  he 
promises  to  make  it  an  exclusively  high  school  organization. 
It  is  therefore  up  to  every  true  student  of  Berkeley  High  to 
get  behind  this  movement  and  do  all  in  his  power  to  further 
the  interests  and  increase  the  efficiencv  of  the  Band.

BERKELEY  HIGH  SCHOOL  has  been  very  successful  in 
debating  for  several  years.  The  teams  of  Berkeley 
High  have  been  unusually  good,  and  are  ones  to  be 
proud  of.  Two  formers  debaters  from  B.  H.  S.  were  on  the 
team  of  the  University  of  California  this  term.  The  interest 
in  debating  has  also  continued  this  year. 

In  March  the  tryouts  for  the  B.  H.  S.  team  to  debate 
Oakland  were  held.  Those  who  Avere  chosen  were  Aubrey 
Drury,  Eugene  K.  Sturgis  and  Percy  Neal,  with  Theodore 
Grady  Jr.  as  alternate. 

For  a  while  it  was  thought  that  the  team  would  not  get 
a  chance  to  debate  Oakland  this  term.  The  two  schools 
could  not  agree  on  the  rules  to  govern  the  debate.  After  some 
deliberation  Berkeley  Avithdrew  her  objections.  Arrange- 
ments were  made  to  hold  the  debate  on  Saturday,  May  21st, 
in  the  new  B.  H.  S.  Auditorium.  This  is  the  first  time  that 
a  Berkeley-Oakland  debate  has  been  held  in  Berkeley  since 
the  earthquake  of  1906. 

Sturgis  and  Neal  are  debating  for  the  first  time  on  a 
B.  H.  S.  team  this  vear.    Thev  do  verv  well  for  men  who 
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have  had  no  experience  in  public  debating.  Aubrey  Drury's 
skill  as  a  debater  is  well  known  about  tlie  school.

FOE  the  sixth  consecutive  time  the  debating  team  repre- 
senting Berkeley  High  defeated  that  from  Oakland.  The 
debate  took  place  Saturday  evening,  ]\Jay  21,  before  a 
large  and  appreciative  audience.  We  feel  especially  pleased  at 
having  defeated  them  this  year,  as  the  debate  was  held  in 
our  owTi  Assembly  Hall,  and  as  this  was  the  first  debate  ever 
held  there,  we  had  the  pleasure  of  having  our  own  team  dedi- 
cate it.  Our  team'  consisting  of  Aubrey  Drury,  Eugene  Stur- 
gis  and  Percy  Xeal,  displayed  its  superiority  at  every  point. 
Aubrey  Drury  was  the  star  of  the  evening,  making  a  master- 
ful speech  and  handling  the  refutation  splendidly.  The  judges 
who  were  kind  enough  to  serve  were:  Hon.  Samuel- M.  Short- 
ridge,  Professor  T.  H.  Eeed  and  Hon.  John  B.  Eichardson. 
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IT  is  at  present  live  years  ago  tliat  the  Girls"  Debating  and 
Literary  Society  was  organized.  Since  that  time  the 
society  has  increased  not  only  in  a  higher  standard  of 
debating,  but  in  greater  social  activity,  and  a  deep  interest 
as  an  organization,  in  the  spirit  and  functions  of  the  school 
at  large,  as  well.  This  statement  is  shown  by  the  fact  that 
girls  from  the  society  have  held  important  offices  in  the  asso- 
ciated student  body,  have  been  members  on  the  executive 
board,  and  have  been  appointed  on  various  school  committes. 

The  progress  of  any  organization  is  directly  dependent 
upon  those  chosen  to  fulfill  the  duties  and  to  carry  out  the 
obligations  which  necessarily  devolves  upon  them.  The  cffi- 
cers  of  the  Agora  during  the  past  term,  have  not  only  come 
up,  but  have  exceeded  expectations,  greatly  benefiting  the  soci- 
ety, by  their  able  leadership.  They  are:  Xorma  Wisecarver, 
president;  Majory  Parker,  vice-president;  Ella  Walb  secre- 
tary; Kate  Reese,  treasurer. 

On  February  19  the  B.  H.  S.  girls'  debating  team,  con- 
sisting of  Xorma  Wisecarver,  Marjory  Parker  and  Bessie 
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Fiske,  won  a  victory  over  the  Albambra  Debating  Team  of 
Martinez,  at  that  place.  The  Agora  wishes  to  take  this 
opportunity  to  thank  most  heartily,  Mr.  Harry  Davis,  secre- 
tary of  the  Trades  Metal  Association  of  i>au  Francisco,  who 
so  ably  and  kindly  coached  the  team,  thus  aiding  the  team 
more  than  anything  else,  to  Avin  the  debate. 

The  Agora  would  be  a  dead  letter  in  Berkeley  High 
School  if  the  league  had  not  enthused  the  spirit  of  debating 
and  speaking  in  the  girls,  and  we  only  regret  that  the  Forum 
has  not  joined  this  league,  to  also  help  their  organization  to 
prosper. 

A  majority  of  the  club's  members  will  graduate  in  June 
and  then  what  is  to  become  of  the  society?

years  that  it  has  ever  had  since  its  organization.  Such 


■  an  active  interest  has  been  taken  in  the  society  that 
the  outcome  is  a  membership  now  numbering  seventy-six. 
The  lectures  have  drawn  the  attention  of  the  public  to  the 
club,  which  have  every  time  proven  a  success,  and  the  large 
audiences  have  proven  the  appreciation  of  the  people. 

During  the  first  part  of  this  term  two  lectures  were  given 
in  the  High  School  Auditorium ;  the  first  by  Prof.  Wash 
burn  on  "The  Olympian  Games."  in  February;  the  second  by 
Dr.  James  T.  Allen  on  '  The  Staging  of  Greek  Tragedy  in 
Ancient  and  in  Modern  Times,"  in  April.  A  lecture  was  de- 
livered by  Prof.  O.  M.  Washburn  in  Sacramento,  in  March, 
under  the  auspices  of  the  Greek  Club,  in  order  to  create  pub- 
lic interest  in  classical  studies — particularly  Greek — in  that 
city.  The  last  lecture  of  the  term — ^Friday  evening.  May  20 — 
was  on  ''The  Founding  of  Rome,''  by  Prof.  Oliver  M.  Wash- 
burn. The  universal  interest  aroused  by  the  thought  of  the 
Palatine  and  its  wonderful  historic  associations,  coupled  with 
the  Avell-known  scholership  and  popularity  of  the  lecturer, 
assured  a  splendid  audience.  This  is  the  last  time  that  the 
Club  had  the  High  Seniors  with  them  for  a  lecture. 
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Two  successful  lunclieous  have  been  giveu  by  the  mem- 
bers during  the  term — one  on  Wednesday,  February  23rd,  in 
honor  of  Prof.  O.  M.  Washburn.  The  toastmaster,  Mr.  Bun- 
Iver,  spoke  of  the  value  of  the  study  of  Greek,  Miss  Clayes 
spoke  of  the  purposes  for  Avhich  the  Greek  Club  existed,  and 
Prof.  Washburn  on  the  value  of  educational  ideals.  The 
place  cards  were  beautiful  views  of  Athens  and  its  environs. 

On  March  ISth  Miss  Clayes  gave  a  luncheon  in  honor  of 
the  Greek  Department  of  the  University,  enjoyed  by  the  fac- 
ulty, members  of  the  Club,  Mr.  Bunker  and  Mr.  and  ]\Irs. 
Brink.  This  luncheon  was  followed  by  a  delightful  lecture 
before  the  whole  school  by  Prof.  Leon  J.  Kichardson,  one  of 
the  guests  of  honor,  on  "Glimpses  of  Koman  Life.'' 

On  Saturday,  April  2,  a  large  party  made  on  expedition 
to  the  Affiliated  Colleges  with  Prof.  Washburn  as  lecturer, 
and  were  instructed  in  the  Greek  antiquities  on  exhibition 
there.  After  the  lecture,  the  member-s  proceeded  by  special 
car  to  Lands  End,  where  a  luncheon  was  enjoyed  within  view 
of  the  Golden  Gate. 

The  members  sold  tickets  for  ''Xero."  and  netted  the 
sum  of  nine  dollars  fifty  cents,  five  dollars  of  which  was 
placed  in  the  Principal's  keeping  to  form  the  nucleus  of  a 
Berkeley  High  Gymnasium  Fund. 

The  At  Home  given  by  the  Greek  Club  to  June  class  of 
1910,  at  Town  and  Gown  Club  Hall,  on  May  28th,  was  a 
great  success.  A  large  number  of  the  graduating  class  collect- 
ed there,  not  only  for  the  purpose  of  meeting  the  members  of 
the  Greek  Club,  but  to  meet  each  on  eof  their  fellow  gradu- 
ates for  a  last  informal  talk,  to  laugh  over  reminiscences  dur- 
ing their  past  four  years  of  high  school,  and  to  talk  of  their 
future  plans.

The  Bay  Counties  Meet  was  the  next  in  order,  and  it 
also  resulted  in  a  grand  victory  for  the  Crimson  and  Gold. 
There  were  a  great  many  who  were  inclined  to  be  skeptical 
and  pessimistic  regarding  the  outcome,  but  when  Vilas  won 
the  hammer,  "Bill"  Ingram  romped  home  in  the  mile,  and 
Capt.  Wood  and  Scott  annexed  the  two  best  places  in  the 
hundred,  their  doubts  and  fears  must  certainly  have  been 
calmed.  Surely  that  was  the  proper  way  to  start  scoring,  at 
least !  The  relay  proved  to  be  the  most  exciting  feature  of  the 
day,  for  a  time,  at  least.  Up  to  the  fourth  lap  Oakland  had 
maintained  a  decided  lead  over  Berkeley,  but  conditions  were 
reversed  in  the  fourth  lap,  aud  Capt.  Wood  ''trotted''  the  last 
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lap,  despite  the  persistent  efforts  of  the  Oakland  man  to  win. 
The  r-lace  was  but  two-fifths  of  a  second  slower  than  the  record 
of  3 :19  8-5,  held  by  Oakland,  and  it  is  certainly  to  be  regret- 
ted that,  having  such  an  excellent  chance,  we  did  not  break 
the  record. 

The  Stanford  Interscholastic  meet,  which  was  the  next 
in  order,  did  not  prove  as  successful  to  us  as  it  might  and 
should  have.  The  inability  of  "Steve"  Dewing  to  compete 
very  materially  weakened  our  chancesn,  and  our  loss  in  the 
relay  may  also  be  attributed  to  his  absence.  "Steve''  would 
have  figured  prominently  in  the  broad  jump,  having  beaten 
his  team-mate,  Bogardus,  who  won  at  Stanford.  Our  team 
took  fourth  place  with  eleven  points,  which  were  won  by 
Capt.  Wood  and  Scott  in  the  hundred,  and  by  Bogardus  in 
the  broad  jump. 

The  relay  carnival  this  spring,  as  have  also  both  of  the 


two  previous  ones,  resulted  in  an

our  two  relay  teams. 

Our  five-man  team,  composed  of  Capt.  Wood,  Wyckoff, 
Ellis,  Dewing  and  Scott,  won  by  a  narrow  margin  from  San 
Jose  Hi.  running  the  distance  in  3 :21  2-5,  and  breaking  San 
Josee's  record  of  3 :21  4-5,  made  at  the  Stanford  Interscholas- 
tic meet. 

The  four-man  half-mile  team,  Capt.  Wood.  Ellis,  Dewing 
and  Scott,  won  the  shorter  relay  from  our  old  rival,  Oakland. 
Capt.  Wood  exhibited  his  superiority  over  Maclise  in  the  last 
lap,  although  winning  by  but  a  narrow  margin, 
their  merits.

"Ot  '  Steel.  ''Broz  Bropliy  and  Ostrander,  our  trio  of 
high  jumpers,  have  proven  to  be  a  valuable  factor  of  the  team 
this  spring.  The  work  of  Steel  in  the  hurdles,  of  Brophy  in 
the  pole  vault,  and  of  Ostrander  in  the  high  jump  has  been 
especially  commendable. 

''Bill  Ingram,  although  a  new  man  on  the  team,  ran  a 
fine  mile  in  the  Bay  County,  and  possesses  that  grit  and  de- 
termination which  makes  a  miler.  ''Bill"  has  several  terms 
yet  in  school  and  should  improve  wonderfully. 

''Esie  Wilei/,  another  neophyte  at  the  track  game,  has. 
shown  up  remarkably  well  in  the  hurdles  and  hammer-throw. 

•'Eerh  Tilas,  our  hammer  thrower,  has  given  a  good  ac- 
count of  himself  this  season,  probably  his  best  performance 
being  in  the  Bay  County.  He  has  several  terms  more  in 
school,  and  should  improve  accordingly. 

Darrell  Bogardus.  while  practically  a  new  man  on  track, 
has  done  some  fine  work  in  the  broad  jump,  his  best  perform- 
ance being  at  the  Interscholastic.

OUn  Brown,  our  old  stand-by  in  the  shot-put,  won  his 
favorite  event  in  the  Bay  County,  and  has  shown  himself 
to  be  a  consistent  performer.  In  the  two  terms  he  has  yet  in 
school  Olin  should  be  a  record-breaker. 

Marion  Scott,  last  year's  captain,  has  participated  in 
every  field-day  of  the  season,  his  best  performances  being  in 
the  Bay  County. 
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THE  past  spring  baseball  season,  while  not  as  successful 
a  one  as  some  of  the  previous  ones  have  been,  was  both 
a  disappointment  and  a  success.  The.  season  started 
in  fine  style,  and  with  the  veteran  infield  and  battery  we  had, 
conditions  appeared  very  favorable  for  a  season  of  unprece- 
dented victories.  After  the  first  few  preliminary  games, 
however,  our  first  baseman,  Laird,  and  our  battery,  Brom- 
ley and  Hust,  discontinued  their  school  work.  This  was  the 
disappointment. 

The  success,  however,  came  when  the  remainder  of  the 
squad'  not  entirely  disheartened  because  of  the  loss,  took  it 
upon  themselves  to  turn  out  a  winniiig  ^team,  despite  the  ex- 
isting conditions.  Vacancies  left  by  such  stars  as  the  thr(je 
who  left  are  very  hard  to  fill,  but  the  fellows  went  to  the 
task  with  lots  of  energy,  and  the  degree  of  their  success  was 
astonishing.  Gefkin,  Dent  and  Stevens,  who  had  been  play- 
ing in  the  outfield,  were  called  in  to  fill  the  positions  of 
pitcher,  catcher  and  first  base,  respectively.  This  left  the  ou- 
field  vacant,  so  Bertolacci;  Austin,  and  Corgiat  were  chosen 
to  decorate  the  gardens. 

The  first  game  of  the  season  was  with  Lick,  whom  we  de- 
feated 2  to  0. 
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The  next  game,  with  the  California  Varsity,  resulted  in 
a  victory  for  us,  5  to  3. 

In  our  next  game  with  Lick,  which  was  a  one-sided 
affair,  we  won,  13  to  2. 

A  tie  game  was  the  result  of  one  game  with  Oakland 
Polytechnic,  but  in  the  next  we  annexed  six  runs  to  their 
none,  thereby  winning  the  series. 

A  series  of  games  played  with  the  second  California  team 
resulted  about  equally  well  for  both  teams. 

At  the  start  of  the  season  we  thought  we  would  have 
little  difficulty  in  defeating  Oakland,  but  the  losses  we  suf- 
fered proved  too  great  a  handicap,  and  we  lost  both  games, 
2  to  0,  and  2  to  1.  Poor  coaching,  however,  to  base-runners 
was  partially  responsible  for  the  loss  of  the  second  game. 

Leslie  Dent,  at  a  meeting  of  the  squad,  was  unanimously 
chosen  to  captain  the  team  for  the  ensuing  season.  "Babe" 
will  undoubtedly  be  a  successful  one,  and  we  all  Avish  him  the 
best  of  luck  for  a  winning  season.
